THE WAT THINGS WERE DOSE 1H 


1840, OB THEREABOUTS.

"Yes," said the man, who wasn't 


afraid of telling his age, "you young 
fellows of 35 don't really lyiow how old 
we of 45 we. You can't realize the 
changes which have come over this land 
in DO abort a time. Look at onr rail- 
road system, even that in our neighbor- 
hoods. Forty-one years ago I traveled 
with my father up the whole side of 
Long Island from Greenpoit in a car- 
riage. The mail was three days getting 
to New York. A single railroad track 
extended from Jamaica into Brooklyn. 
We crossed from Brooklyn to New York 
in a horse ferryboat. 
They were playing 


'King John' in the old Park Theatre. 
Fanny Ellslcr was the star of the ballet, 
and one-horse cabs, with a step and door 
behind, plied on Broadway. 
The Astor 


House was in its glory, and I saw the 
unfinished walls of Trinity Church. My 
father took a paper called the Express, 
and the Journal of Commerce, out of 
which I vainly sought lor something to 
interest a 4-year-old boy. 
I can recol- 


lect but one sentence in either of those 
papers. It read at intervals in very big 
letters,'Arrival of the Great Western 
from Europe,' and it seemed to me as if 
no ocean steamer, save the Great West- 
ern, crossed the Atlantic for years and 
years. Besides these head-lines, thoy 
used, on each arrival, to get out a wood- 
cut of the vessel. 
A man who had 


been to Europe in those days was 
somebody. 
Noted ministers used to £0, 


and thoy always on returning wrote 
books of their travels. 
It would be a 


good plan to compile a ministerial 
library of travel in Europe and Asia. 
A man with beard and mustache then 
was at once a curiosity and monstrosity. 
I well recollect hearing one of our vil- 
lage magnates gravely advising a young 
New York doctor to shave off these 
appendages. They were clean shavers 
in those days, and almost everybody 
shaved themselves. The razor and caso

LONDON, Aug. 18.—In consequence 


of the storm traffic is suspended on the 
railway between Chester and Holyhcad.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Secretary 


Sherman, who leaves for Ohio to-mor- 
row, being questioned concerning the 
future financial operations of the treas- 
ury, replied that the treasury operations 
will probably hereafter have no material 
effect upon the money market. It is 
probable before tho first of October 
nearly all called bonds outstanding, 
amounting to about forty-seven millions, 
will be presented for payment and will 
be paid through the clearing house of 
New York. As much of this money 
will go to different parts of the country 
elsewhere than New York, the payment 
may cause some movement of currency 
from that city, but it will naturally soon 
come back again. 


After refunding operations are closed 


out the treasury payments will be equal 
to our receipts, and no more, except a 
small balance of fractional currency 
funds, which congress required to be 
paid out. 


What will bo the probable amount of 


gold imported in payment of breadstuffs, 
etc? 


I do not think the movement of gold 


to this country will be very large. 
It is 


evident our exports will be greatly in 
excess of our imports, and mainly of 
breadstuffs, meats and cotton, but the 
excess will be paid for largely by Amer- 
ican securities, held abroad. I wish 
they would all come back—still some 
gold will come and our domestic pro- 
duction of gold will stay here. 


This will give the banks an excellent 


opportunity to provide themselves with 
a coin reserve instead of United States 
notes, of which this reserve now consists. 
United States notes will all be wanted 
in active use for the largest crops and 
largest business we have ever had. 


How about the price of silver; has it 


advanced? 


Yes, the price of silver is advancing 


somewhat. There is a better demand 
for silver for China, and therefore the 
price is higher in San Francisco than 
New York. I should not be surprised 
if silver on the Pacific coast should go 
to China and that our supply for coin- 
age should conic from Colorado, Mexico 
and perhaps London.
